BETTER THIS THAN A DELAY 


The volume of business at the lo­ 


cal postoffice shows a decided 
in­ 


crease during the holiday season aud 


while every effort is made to handle 


the mail as quickly as jmssible, the 


clerks are frequently unable to sort 


all of it upon the same day it is re­ 
ceived. 
Persons who are expecting 
to send Christmas packages through 
the postoffice would make no mistake 
in mailing them in plenty 
of 
time. 
Cnder the postal ruling a sticker “Do 
not open until 
Christmas” can 
be 
placed upon fourth class mail and 
this will indicate that 
the package 
contains a Christmas gift. 
Frequently 
people 
overlook 
the 
usual holiday rush and 
mail 
their 
packages expecting them to be hand­ 
led as quickly as if the business were 
normal. 
It is much better to send 
them a few days in advance so that 
they will be at their destination on 
Christmas morning 
than to 
delay 
mailing them and have them reach 
their destination a day or so after 
Christmas. 
The mails are already 
showing an increase and the local 
clerks are expecting a great volume 
of business during the next ten days. 
The express companies are also ex­ 
periencing a rush.

appointment. 
The appointments, as 
in the local case, are for postoffice 
terms which expire before Woodrow 
Wilson is inaugurated. 
A dispatch says the senate co n ­ 
firmed one appointment, that of John 
II. Brown as postm aster at Concord, 
N. lf., in the hour and a half of ex­ 
ecutive debute. Senator Hoke Smith, 
acting for many Democrats, offered 
a resolution for the confirmation of 
army and navy appointments, but the 
Republican senators insisted on sta r­ 
ting at the head of tile list for tile 
consideration of postmasters. 
Objections bv Senator 
Hitchcock, 
Democrat, that 
postoffice 
appoint­ 
ment- had not received consideration 
by the full membership of the post­ 
office committee, drew the declara­ 
tion from Senator Lodi*© that, if this 
point were foreed. it would he em- 
barrassiiig throughout tile adminis­ 
tration of Woodrow Wilson. 
Senator L<*dg»* declared that the 
senate bad always followed the pre- 
eedent of confirming postoffice ap­

The Red Cross 
Christmas seals 


are being sold in every state of the 
Union except four. 
This fact is all 
the more remarkable when it is re­ 
called that the plan was not started 
until 1907. 
In that year Jacob Riis 
and Emily Bissell sold a Red C’ross 
stamp in Delaware to earn funds for 
carrying on anti-tuberculosis work. 
They collected $3,000. The next year 
the national stam p came into exist­ 
ence under the auspices of the Red 
Cross Society and this year 85,000,- 
000 seals were printed. Something of 
the increase in popularity of the seal 
is shown by the increased sale in 
Indiana. 
In 1910 there were sold in 
this state about 600,000 and last year 
the sale amounted to 1,244,000. Two 
years ago no seals were sold in Tex­ 
as and last year that state bought 
1,250,000.

It appears that this year’s fund 
will do well to equal that of the first 
year, 1909. when the people of Rush­ 
ville and Rush county gave $152.32. 
In 1910 the fund was increased by 
$2.84. 
On account of the shortness of 
funds this year it appears that the 
fund managers will have to depend 
on the services of vehicles being do­ 
nated to do the delivering.

Mrs. Dayton told the polfce that 
neither she nor her husband had know­ 
ledge of Snyder’s past, but that he 
had led them to believe he formerly 
was a school teacher. 
Dayton disap­ 
peared on Labor day. 1910, and Mrs. 
Dayton, after failing to hear from her 
husband, reported the matter to the 
police two days later. 
The police at 
the time found nothing suspicious in 
Dayton’s leavetaking, and as none of 
his family seemed to regard his ab­ 
sence with alarm, the investigation 
was dropped. Finally it was said that 
Dayton had gone to his former home 
in Kentucky. 
Snyder continued to 
live at the Dayton home and is said 
to have contributed to the support of 
the wife and children. 
The cellar is in reality a sort of, “dug 
out” beneath the kitchen of the house, 
and was not used for storage pur­ 
poses and the entrance is by a trap 
door in the floor. 
Just how Snyder 
could have killed Dayton, buried him 
in the cellar, after obtaining lime and 
carrying it to the house, without leav­ 
ing a trace of his work behind, is a 
feature of the mystery that indicates 
to the police that all the facts are not 
yet known.

and rules and regulations so that tile 


p<>-tol’ii«e lurer can get familiar with 
the workings of the new service. 
’file guide hook is the m ist inter­ 
esting part <»f tile consignment. Ii 
gives the name of every j rh t office in 
the 
Unites 
States, 
according 
to 
States, and in 
alphabetical order. 
There are tu-> columns after each 
postoffice. Ill one is the unit ill w hich 
the postoffice is located. 
The other 
designates tin* zone column and is 
left blank. 
The acmes are different for each 
unit. 
For instance, postoffice* in the 
Greensburg second 
zone would not 
necessarily lie in Rushville** second 
zone liecaii'-c Greensburg and Rush­ 
ville are in different units. When the 
Rushville postoffice receives a p ar­ 
cels post package for a certain post­ 
office, the clerk can consult the spec* 
ial parcels post map of tile Fluted 
States and determine what zone it 
i- in. taking tin* Rushville unit es a 
ba>i-. 
Then the zone can hi* set 
down in the guide book opposite the 
postoffice, and when another pauk- 
age for tin* saute postoffice i- mailed 
here, it will not ho necessary to go 
to the trouble to determine tin* zone 
again. 
The clerk can refer to the 
guide. 
Postmaster Fra zee is ex p irin g a 
consignment of the new maps and the 
special stamp** at any time now. and 
then they will Ik* ready to -lait the 
new service on the first day of tin* 
new year. 
The new maps for the parcel- po-t 
sy-teni are unique in that no towns 
are shown on them. Where each town 
-Infold Ik*, there is a number inclosed 
in a small square, giving tin* zone.

it will be numbered and it will be 
necessary to take the guide book to 
and the location. 
The made and postoffice 
regula­ 
tions which have been received tell 
the condition governing all articles 
to be mailed and the condition in 
which the packages are to be packed. 
All smaller features about the sys­ 
tem are explained in detail. 
The book of regulations gives a 
li-t of articles which will be prohib­ 


ited from the parcel 
post service. 
These prohibitions include all nrtic- 
les now barred from the mails iii 
the way of obscene, lewd or immoral 
literature. 
AU intoxicating liquors 
are barred and all poisons, which do 
not include medicines composed of 
poi-< - in part. Insects and explos­ 
ive- are excluded from the service 
m l all inflammable-, such as turpen­ 


tine and ‘rasoline. Infernal machines, 
whatever they are. will not lie receiv­ 


ed by the department and the same 
applies to mechanicals or chemicals 
which are of an explosive nature. 


There is a regulation for the trans­ 
portation of disease germs and scabs, 
-ucli as culture-. 
Queen bees and 


dried reptiles are admitted as mail­ 
a b le . but all live birds and chickens 


are barred. 
Dressed poultry may lie 


sent, provided its destination i- not 


farther than the first zone.

Davis, Lieu Oneal, Ho^ 
mer Powell and John E. Ryburn 
against John -F.-Kirk occupied most 
of the time in court today. They are 
suing on a check and

$157.20. The defendant filed a mo- 
tion this morning requiring a special 
finding ef fact. 


Judge Blair heard the 
case of 


Elsie Giles against Amor Giles for a 
divorce and took the matter under 
advisement. The case was sent here 
from Hancock county on a change of 
venue. 


The cases of Lee Link against 


Flora Garrison, 
on a 
mechanic's 


lien, for $35 and of James Ochiltree 
against the same defendant, on the 
same complaint, for $25, were order- 
ed consolidated by the court. 


In the suit for a hundred dollars of 


Irvin M. Hill against Jesse K. Henley 
and John B. Ortman, on an account 
and for foreclosure of a mechanic's 
lien, the complaint was dismissed as 
to Ortman, and in default of Henley, 
judgment for the plaintiff in the sum 
of $8.35 was rendered. Judgment of

One of President Taf t's Appointments 


is Confirmed on Eve of 


Adjournment. 


People of Rushville who are anx- 


ious to learn the outcome of the post- 
office controversy will have to wait 
until after the holidays because con- 
fess adjourned yesterday until Mon- 
day, January sixth 
and, although

es from Washington today.

appointment. 
The appointments, as 


in the local case, are for postoffice 
terms, which expire before Woodrow 
Wilson is inaugurated. 


A dispatch says the senate con- 


firmed one appointment, that of John 
EJ. Brown as postmaster at Concord, 


ST.' H., in the hour and a half of ex- 
ecutive debate. Senator Hoke Smith, 
acting for many Democrats, offered 
a resolution for the confirmation of 
army and navy appointments, but the 
Republican senators insisted oh star- 
ting at the head of the list for the 
consideration of postmasters.

The next year 
the national stamp came into exist- 
ence under the auspices of the Red 
Cross Society and this year 85,000,- 
000 seals were printed. Something of 
the increase in popularity of the sea] 
is shown by the increased sale in 
Indiana. In 1910 there were sold in 
this state about 600,000 and last year 
the sale amounted to 1,244,000. Two 
years ago no seals were sold in Tex- 
as and last year that state bought

Richmond, Ind., Dec. 20.—Beneath a 


layer of earth and quicklime in the 
cellar of the Dayton home, tho skele- 
ton of Henry Dayton, who disappear- 
ed mysteriously two years ago, was 
found by the police. That Dayton had 
been murdered and his body carried 
into the cellar and buried to hide the 
crime there is no doubt, according to 
the police. 


Joseph F. Snj'der, who left here sev- 


eral days ago, and who is now being 
sought, is alleged by Dayton's widow 
to have been her husband's slayer. 
This information, she says, was given 
her when she received a letter from 
the alleged murderer telling of the 
crime. Mrs. Dayton turned the letter 
over to the police, who went to the 
Dayton home, in the northern part of 
the city, and began an investigation. 
At the foot of the cellar stairs there 
was evidence that the earth had been 
thrown up and here the police bgan to 
dig. Less than two feet beneath the 
surface they came on the skeleton of 
a man. The body had been doubled 
up and thrown into the hole. Alter- 
nate layers of earth and lime had cov- 
ered the body and the lime had done 
its work well, for not a vestige of flesh 
was on the bones. The back part of 
the skull was broken, as if the man 
had been killed with a hatchet.

Zone of Every Postoffice For Pur- 


poses of Parcels Post Can 


Be Set Down. 


REGULATIONS ARE RECEIVED 


When Maps and Stamps Are Sent 


Everything Will be Ready 


For the Start. 


Postmaster Charles A. Frazee has 


received the parcels post guide book 
and rules and regulations so that the 
post office force can get familiar with 
the workings of the new service. 


The guide hook is the most inter- 


esting part of the consignment. It 
gives the name of every po.stnllii.-e in 
the 
Unites 
States, according to 


States, and in 
alphabetical order. 


There are two columns after each 
postoffice. In one is the unit in which 
the'postoffice is located. 
The other 


designates the zone column and is 
left blank. 


The zones are different for each 


unit. For instance, postoflices in the 
Greeusburg second 
zone would not 


necessarily be in Rushville's second 
zone because Greensburg and Hush- 
ville are in different units. TVhen the 
Riishville postoffice receives a par- 
eels post package for a certain post- 
office, the clerk can consult the spec- 
ial parcels post map of the United 
States and determine what zone it 
is in. taking the Kushville unit us a 
basis. 
Then the zone can be set 


down in the guide book opposite the 
postoffice, and when another .pack- 
age for the same postollk-e is mailed 
here, it will not be necessary to go 
to (lie trouble to determine the /.one 
again. 
The clerk can refer t i > the 


jnide. 


Postmaster Frazee is expecting a 


consignment of the new maps and the 
special stamps at any time now. and 
then they will be ready to start the 
new service on the first day of the 
new year. 


The new maps for the parcels post 


system arc unique in that no towns 
arc shown on them. Where each town 
shrflild be, there is a number inclosed 
in a small square, giving the zone. 
For instance, if there is a parcels 
post town in the state of Xcw York 


it will be numbered and it will be 
necessary to take the guide book t» 
find the location. 


The guide and postoffice 
regula- 


tions which have been received tell 
the condition governing all articles 
to be mailed and the condition' i« 
which the packages are to be'packedi, 
All smaller features about the sys- 
tem are explained in detail. 


The book of regulations gives a 


list of articles which will be prohib- 
ited from the parcel 
post service.- 


These prohibitions include all artic- 
les now barred from the mails in 
the way of obscene, lewd or immoral 
literature. 
All intoxicating liquors 


are barred and all poisons, which do 
not include medicines composed of 
poisons in part. Insects and explos- 
ives are excluded from the service 
and all inflammables, such as turpen- 
tine and gasoline. Infernal machines, 
whatever they are, will not be receiv- 
ed by the department and the same 
applies to mechanicals or chemicals 
which are of an explosive nature. 
There is a regulation for the trans- 
portation of disease germs and scabs, 
such as cultures. 
Queen bees and 


dried reptiles are admitted as mail- 


bles. but all live birds and chickens 
are barred. Dressed poultry may be 
sent, provided its destination is not 
farther than the first zone.
